Dewey fought strenuously today 
to maintain validity of his case 
against James J. Hines. 
With Justice Ferdinand Pecora 
nearly ready to rule on defense 
motions to throw out the charg­ 
es against the Tammany leader, 
Dewey submitted a 
last-minute 
memorandum demanding that the 
issues be left for the jury to decide. 
The defense contended that the 
charge that Hines was a conspir­ 
ator in the Dutch Schultz lottery 
racket had not been proved and 
had been outlawed by the two- 
year statute of limitations because 
the conspiracy, if any, ended with 
Schultz’, assassination in October, 
1985. 
It denied the validity of the 
12 felony counts accusing Hines 
of participating in "contriving’* 
a lottery on 12 occasions. 
Dewey countered with citations 
of legal decisions In his memor­ 
andum. 
He contended that the 
conspiracy count 
should not be 
dismissed even if the defense were 
correct in 
arguing 
that Hines 
could not be punished both for 
conspiracy and for contriving a 
lottery. 
Recessed in Morning 
More verbal 
arguments 
were 
expected when court reconvened 
after a morning recess for the fun­ 
eral of Patrick Cardinal HayeB. 
General expectation was that Pe­ 
cora would make his ruling, verb­ 
ally, late today.

TOLEDO,

9—( U P )- A 
$125,000, three-hour fire early to­ 
day destroyed the vacant Pope- 
Toledo unit of the Willys-Overland 
Co., resulting in injuries to three 
firemen. 
Several explosions brought down 
brick walls, endangering the lives 
of firemen and once showering de­ 
bris on a passing Pere Marquette 
passenger 
train. 
Six 
firemen 
crouched beneath machinery to es­ 
cape injury when a wall of the 
mail order structure buckled. 
A favorable wind was believed 
to have saved the nearby Chevro­ 
let plant from the fire. 
The firemen 
slightly 
injured 
were Lieut. Azor Sheffield, Fred 
Wagner and Edward Bates. 
Fire Chief Fred Scblorf 
said 
the fire probably started from a 
pipe welding. It was discovered at 
l l p. rn. 
The old Pope-Toledo Co. 
went 
into receivership in 1907 and the 
plant was 
bought by the late 
John Willys when he brought his 
Overland business here from In­ 
dianapolis in 1909. 
Operating units of the Willy- 
Overland factory were not

CITY OF HANKOW 
IN TERROR; JAPS 
CONTINUE 
DRIVE 


SHANGHAI, 
Sept. 9— (U P ) - 
The roar of Japanese artillery was 
audible today to the panic-stricken 
population of Hankow. 
Reinforced Japanese columna of 
infantry, artillery and air raiders 
advanced along three highways on 
the provisional capital.

German-trained troops 
of 
the 
Chinese central government army 
failed to stem the offensive to the 
South of Mahweihling, South of 
the Yangtse river. 
This 
column 
constituted a flanking 
threat 
to 
Hankow. 
Foreign 
observers said that it 
was increasingly apparent that the 
Japanese would be able 
to 
out­ 
flank Hankow by taking the city 
of Kiukiang and advancing South 
on Nanchang. capital of Kiangsi 
province. 
The Japanese were blasting the 
roads, creeks and rivers 
in 
the 
vicinity of Hankow in an effort to 
pierce the stubborn defense before 
the military "heart of China." 
Chinese military quarters admit­ 
ted the occupation of Kushih and 
Kwangtsi, two important strategic 
points in the offensive on the w es­ 
tern front. 
The Chinese claimed they sank 
two Japanese warships in a heavy 
exchange of fire.

GANGSTERS DEFY 
JURY,

KANSAS CITY, Mo.. Sept. #— 
(U P )—Labor 
racketeers 
defied 
the county grand jury investigat­ 
ing terrorism in Kansas City to­ 
day by tossing a bomb into a drug 
store less than 12 hours after the 
jury had returned true bills in­ 
dicting 50 persons. 
The dynamite bomb, thrown into 
the rear of a drug 
store 
in 
a 
Southside residential district, 
ex­ 
ploded with such force that per­ 
sons in the vicinity were thrown 
from their beds. Two buildings ad­ 
jacent to the drug store were dam­ 
aged. Plate glass windows in sev­ 
eral store buildings and windows 
in nearby homes were shattered. 
It was the widespread series of 
bombings and

breaking 
earlier this year which prompted a 
civic campaign against the labor 
racketeers and the subsequent cal­ 
ling of the grand jury which re­ 
turned its indictments yesterday.

BRITAIN FEARS 
HITLER READY 
TO INTERVENE 


Crisis Believed Gravest Since August, 1914; 
Possibility 
of 
Plebiscite 
Discussed; 
Goering’s Conversation Recalled

LONDON, Sept. 9— (U P )— The British government has 
received information which causes it to believe that 
the Czechoslovak situation is at the explosion point. 
In official as well as unofficial quarters it was asserted 
that the crisis was the gravest since that of August, 1914. 
It was understood Great Britain and France ’were ready 
at a moment’s notice to put into effect a joint defense plan 
which their general staffs had spent months in perfecting. 
Both the French and British fleets were ready for action 
— the British fleet in the North Sea off the Scotland 
coast, the French Atlantic fleet at Brest and the French 
Mediterranean fleet at Toulon. 
It was disclosed that plans for joint naval, air and land 
action by the British andf 
French forces in event of 
war had been worked out by

ponsibility by everyone to avoid 
giving currency to rum ors and to 
m ake it plain w hat is a t stak e.” 
There w as no am plification of 
his statem ent. 
B ut it was soon apparent th a t 
the governm ent feared it faced 
a situation which it believed to be 
even more dangerous 
th an 
the 
M editerranean crisis when Italy 
was fighting Ethiopia. 
Nazis Want Plebiscite 
There was also new talk of the 
possibility of a plebiscite in the 
Sudeten area. G erm an N azis have 
spoken of the possibility of a 
plebiscite; it w as regarded as cer­ 
tain th a t they would welcome one 
because there could be no doubt 
of its result: 
A vote to join G er­ 
m any. 
Some B ritish diplom atic corres­ 
pondents took the view th a t if 
a dem and was made for a plebis­ 
cite G reat B ritain would agree. 
It w as added th a t the govern­ 
m ent would not favor a plebiscite 
even if it agreed to one. 
Any such agreem ent would be 
in line w ith the suggestion made 
by the London Tim es—repudiated 
by the governm ent and denounced 
by B ritish labor and liberal opinion 
— th a t the Sudeten area be perm it­ 
ted to secede. 
To th a t suggestion Czech sources 
said they would fight if a ple­ 
biscite were forced on them and 
th a t they would expect France and 
Russia, bound to them by alliance, 
to fight for them. 
The situation at the m onent waa 
represented authoritatively to be 
as follows: 
The governm ent was w aiting to 
the last possible moment, as it 
did in 1914, so th a t it could make 
a quick decision on the basis of 
positive 
developm ent 
o n 
t h e 
continent. It inform ed France th a t 
it had taken no definitive action 
but th a t it w anted to hear further 
new s—presum ably from G erm any 
—so th a t the inner council of the 
cabinet could recommend action 
a t M onday’s form al cabinet m eet­ 
ing.

DIET AND H EA LTH 


Body Can Adapt Itself to Dangerous Conditions 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
YESTERDAY W E undertook a 
philosophic 
view of the human 
body placed in the universe. 
We 
pointed out the intricacy of its 
mechanism and the m any dangers 
to which it is exposed. 
Today I w ant to emphasize the 
ability the body has to adapt itself 
to dangers from without and with­ 
in. 
Much as one m ight deprecate 
the way the body is put together 
in 
some 
ways—Helmholtz, 
the 
greatest scientist of all time, said 
that if an optical m aker had sent 
him the human eye, he would have 
returned it as the most imperfect 
instrum ent he ever saw, and the 
ear is a botch—still one m ust ad­ 
mire this alert and uncanny abil­ 
ity on the part of the body to 
make the best of things. 
The development of immunity 
to infectious diseases is probably 
the best example. 
W ith the enor-

moils number of bacteria in the 
world and their rapid power of re­ 
production, and their tendency to 
invade 
the 
human 
body, 
they 
would destroy every vestige of hu­ 
man life on the planet if it were 
not for the natural defenses the 
body has against them. 
It can 
throw up a wall defensive against 
their onslaught in the form of a 
ring of w’hite blood corpuscles, it 
can develop chemicals in the blood 
which will dissolve the bacteria 
completely, or render their activity 
innocuous. 
Certainly this function 
of the body is the one that pre­ 
serves health the most. 
But this is only the beginning 
of the body’s defense mechanisms. 
When you Injure your finger or 


have rheum atism in your finger 
you have pain. 
You may regard 
the pain as a disadvantage, as a 
symptom, even as the disease it­ 
self. But, as a m atter of fact, it is 
a defensive mechanism, which pre­ 
vents your moving your finger, 
makes you protect it, so that it 
can have rest and heal. 
Every once in a while a patient 
comes in great perturbation to the 
doctor and says his heart is en- 
larged. 
It may be perfectly true, 
but that is an adaptive reaction. 
The heart had more work to do for 
some reason and, like all muscles 
when it has more w'ork to do, it 
enlarge*. 
High blood pressure is anothei 
adaptive measure. 
People speak 
of high blood pressure as if it were 
a disease and as if it should be re­ 
duced. 
W hat happens is th at the 
arteries and blood vessels have 
gotten stiff with age. 
It is easier 
to keep fluid circulating in a closed 
set of tubes if the tubes are elastic. 
The fluid can keep circulating in 
them 
a t 
lower pressure. 
When 
they get stiff, you have to have a 
higher pressure to m aintain the 
circulation at all. 
If you did not 
have high blood pressure, the or­ 
ganism would die. 
These are only a few examples 
of the wonderful power of the body 
to a d a p t 
We are inclined to think 
of fever and pain and enlarged 
heart and high blood pressure as 
enemies. 
They are really friends.

than the duodenum . 
Pre-oper­ 
ative preparation is to permit re­ 


cent acute m anifestations to sub­ 
side.” 
Young Roosevelt was examined 
for the disorder for the first time 
on May 24. 
He returned to the 
clinic June 21 and was given a 
lengthy treatm ent. The treatm ent 
had favorable results but exam­ 
ination showed that they had been 
only temporary. 
During the Sum­ 
mer he has been spending most 
of his time at Campobello, N. B , 
w’here the President maintains a 
Summer home, and at his farm at 
Framingham. Mass.
